In  our  morning  prayers,  we  recite  a  passage 
from  the  Talmud,  Shabbat  127a.  To  me,  this 
passage  identifies  the  functions  of  a  com¬ 
munity  -  the  glue  that  holds  it  together.  What 
does  being  part  of  a  kehillah  kedosha,  a  sacred 
community,  demand  from  us? 

“These  are  the  deeds  which  yield  imme¬ 
diate  fruit  and  continue  to  yield  fruit  in  time  to 
come:  honoring  parents,  doing  deeds  of  lov¬ 
ingkindness,  attending  the  house  of  study 
punctually  morning  and  evening,  providing 
hospitality,  visiting  the  sick,  helping  the  needy 
bride,  escorting  the  dead,  discerning  the 
meaning  of  the  prayers,  making  peace 
between  two  people.  And  the  study  of  Torah 
is  the  most  basic  of  them  all.”

of  joy.  A  community  prays  together  and  shares 
values  such  as  honoring  parents  and  provid¬ 
ing  hospitality.  Weddings,  funerals,  bikur 
cholim  -  this  is  the  stuff  that  communities  are 
made  of. 

Most  fascinating  in  the  list,  however,  is 
the  last  line:  “ve  Talmud  Torah  keneged 
culam.”  The  translation  in  Siddur  Sim  Shalom 
is  good:  “And  the  study  of  Torah  is  the  most 
basic  of  them  all.”  But  literally,  keneged  can 
mean  “equivalent  to.”  On  a  scale,  if  on  one 
side  you  had  honoring  parents,  doing  deeds 
of  lovingkindness,  attending  the  house  of 
study  punctually  morning  and  evening,  pro¬ 
viding  hospitality,  visiting  the  sick,  helping  the 
needy  bride,  escorting  the  dead,  discerning 
the  meaning  of  the  prayers,  and  making  peace 
between  two  people,  and  on  the  other  side 
Talmud  Torah  alone,  the  scales  would  be  bal¬ 
anced. 

Our  synagogue  prides  itself  on  involve¬ 


ment  in  all  the  areas  mentioned  above. 
Indeed,  we  have  a  great  deal  to  be  proud  of, 
including  organized  groups  for  visiting  the 
sick,  respectful  attendance  at  funerals  of 
friends  and  honored  members,  funds  to  help 
the  needy,  daily  minyanim,  and  divrei  Torah 
that  seek  to  elucidate  and  deepen  our  under¬ 
standing  of  the  prayers.  We  are  also  commit¬ 
ted  to  teaching  and  learning,  from  early  child¬ 
hood  to  the  golden  years.  Furthermore,  I  am 
sure  that  many  people  learn  on  their  own  in 
other  formal  and  informal  settings. 

In  keeping  with  these  activities,  I  would 
like  to  see  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  think 
of  itself  as  a  learning  community.

Israelis  often  respond  to  one  another  with  this 
phrase,  as  if  to  say  "so  what?"  But  it’s  a  fair 
question  to  ask  about  our  support  of  the 
Masorti  Movement.

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement 
responds  to  those  who  attack  our  legitimacy 
and  authenticity.  Jews  all  over  the  world 
regard  Israel  as  the  core  Jewish  center  and 
their  spiritual  home.  How  Jews  are  treated 
in  Israel  impacts  directly  on  how  Jews  are 
treated  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere. 
So  what  is  done  in  Israel  that  brings  the 
legitimacy  of  Masorti  Judaism  into  question 
impacts  adversely  on  the  legitimacy  of 
Conservative  Jews  in  the  United  States.  By 
supporting  Masorti  Judaism  in  Israel  we 
assert  our  own  authenticity  as  Conservative 
American  Jews. 

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement  in 
Israel  makes  our  community  stronger  and 
more  unified  here.  Forces  that  divide  our 
community  leave  us  in  peril.  The  Masorti 
Movement  works  for  religious  tolerance, 
equality  and  acceptance  of  all  Jews. 

Our  support  of  the  Masorti  Movement  makes 
Israel  stronger,  which  makes  us  stronger.  A 
strong,  secure  Israel  is  a  central  concern  for 
Jews  in  the  United  States  and  around  the 
world.  American  Jews  understand  that  a 
strong  Israel  contributes  to  our  own  Jewish 
security  and  to  the  security  of  distressed 
Jews.  The  Masorti  Movement  is  helping  to 
make  Israel  stronger  by  strengthening  its 
tolerance,  its  democratic  nature  and  its  ability 
to  act  as  a  strong  pluralistic  state.
